Mr. Campbell; the fathor of Mrs. 
Bravo, the heroine in tho Balliam 
mystery, was a farmer upon a large 
and novel scale at Bnscot Bark. His 
agricultural experiments at that place 
were hardly of less importance than 
thoso of Mr. Mechl at Tiptree Farm. 
It was no umcoluiuou thing for him to 
haw- 20,000 sheep upon his farm — a 
very large one. It is a curious fact 
thai the first and second husbands of 
Mrs. Bravo wero both connected with 
Jewish families. Of course, the Into 
Mr. Charles Bravo was only tho step- 
sou of Mr. Joseph Bravo, his real 
mime beiug Turner. But tho Bravos 
are an old West Indian Jewish family, 
and Mr. Joseph Bravo' s partner in 
business is Mr. M. Solomon, a res- 
pected co-religionist in J amaica. The 
llieardos are a purely Jewish family 
of Italian extraction, and Captain 
Kicardo was, wo believe, a near rela- 
tion of the Countess of March (wife of 
the eldest son of tho Duke of Rich- 
mond and Gordon), who was a Miss 
R>cardo, and whoso marriage was the 
insult of a true and romantic attach- 
ment. 

The Government has offered a re- 
ward of £250 for information loading 
to tho conviction of tho muderer or 
murderers of Mr. Bravo; and an offer 
of pardon is held out to any accom- 
plice, not being the person who actu- 
ally committed the murder, who shall 
give evidence leading to tho sanio re- 
sult. 

Mr. Cavill, who started from Dover 
at two o'clock ou the 15th inst. to 
swim to Calais, did not succeed in his 
attempt to reach the French shore. 
At one o'clock in tho afternoon he 
gave up very much exhausted. He 
had been 11 "hours in the water, and 
-was 5i miles from Calais and 5 from

THE "TIMES" ON THE RAILWAY. 

A very interesting and valuable dis- 
patch from Toronto respecting the la- 
test utterances of the London "Times" 
on British Columbian affairs will be 
found under tho proper heading. Tbo 

* 'Times" article was deemed of suffi- 
cient importance to bo cabled to Ca- 
nada. Tho "Thunderer" confesses 
that it was mislod by tho tenor of an 
American dispatch which stated that 
Earl Dufferin had announced-] the a- 
bandonmont of the transcontinental 
railway line. But it does not regard 
Canada's case as improved in the least 
by tho explanation. If it wore the 
larger work that was in dispute Cana- 
da might plead financial inability; but 
it cannot urge that ploa in respect of 
the non-fulfilment of a work so insig- 
nificant in comparison with the main 
lino as seventy miles of road on tho 
Island. Theroforo, tho 'Times' thinks, 
the difficulty is narrowed down to a 
small point and little difficulty should 
bo found in settling tho controversy. 
It is said that a railway from Esqui- 
malt to Nanaimo can bo built in the 
present depressed state of tho iron 
market for $1,000,000 less than it 
oonld have been built two years ago. 
If consideration of cost inducod the 
Canadian Senate to throw out the Bill 
in 1875, perhaps tho consideration of 
cheapness might induce thorn to ac- 
cept it in 1877. If, again, tho road is 

• 'dead" as a Government work, there 
is nothing to prevent tho Canadian 
Government subsidizing a company to 
construct it with money and lands. 
Tho Province does not caro who may 
build the line. All it asks is that it 
shall be built. It was comprised in 
the arrangement proposed by Mr. Ed- 
gar, and was recommended by Earl 
Carnarvon. Its non-construction has 
involved in loss many enterprising 
men, who, relying onthopledgod faith 
of Canada, extended their businesses 
and invested their moans in the coun- 
try. For theso men to look for 
personal compensation would indeod 
be foolish; but they have a right to 
ask that the conditions under which 
they were induced to invest shall be 
renewed. Tho pledged faith of a busi- 
ness man binds him in honor and in 
law. But the plodged faith of a na- 
tion is something sacred. For centuries 
no country over which the British flag 
floats has repudiated its solemn obli- 
gations. The current of British opinion, 
as represented by the London press, 
has set strongly in our favor, and it 
will be strange, indeed, if tho firm but 
moderate course adopted by our peo- 
ple does not result in tho construction 
of tho Island road as a Government 
work, or (as Earl Dufferin expressed 
it at Nanaimo) "its equivalent." 



CANADA AND ERITISH COLUMBIA. 

Lord Dufforin's visit to British Colnm- 
hia, saya tho London Telegraph, howovor 
Agreeablo it doubtless will prove to him, 
has an object moro important than tho 
enjoyment of a holiday excursion. ITo 
proceeds to British Columbia at the in- 
stance of the Colonial Ollico, clothed with 
upeeiul powers. Tho TolationB of the 
Province with tho Dominion Qo7ornment 
at Ottawa have of lato boon somewhat 
strained. What conciliatory proposals 
Lord Dufforin is authorized by her Ma- 
jesty's Secretary of Stato for tho Colonies 
to submit remains a diplomatic secret un- 
til a conforenco has taken place between 
tho Governor-General and tho Provincial 
Government; but we cannot doubt that 
in tho plontitude of Lord Carnarvon's 
judiciousness, seconded by tho well-tried 
judgment of tho Governor-Gonorul, tho 
temporary estrangement which has oc- 
curred between tho central and tho Pro- 
vincial authorities will bo entirely re- 
moved, and tho bonds of Confederation 
more cloaoly cemented. Tho tour now 
undertaken by his Excellency, wo venture 
to boliovo, will prove the most momor- 
ablo in his varied experience.

Toronto, Sept. 11.— The following ia a 
spocial cable dispatch from London to the 
Glob* of this city:— "Tho Times has a lot- 
tor from its Canadian correspondent on 
the Pacific Railway question. It acknow- 
ledges iu its leading article that it was 
premature to speak of the failure of tho 
Canadians to keep their agreement with 
British Columbia. There has not been 
any harm done which cannot bo easily ro- 
paired; but if the construction of the Van- 
couver Island Railway is a small matter the 
failure to construct it is the, more inexcusa- 
ble. Canada has no right to repudiate 
oven a small part of its accepted condi- 
tions, though if tho dispatch can bo nar- 
rowed down to a small point, tliore should 
bs little difficulty in settling the contro- 
versy. Tho explanation does not loave 
tho Canadian Government in a creditable 
position, and for the Bike of iis honor it 
should adhero as far as possiblo to the 
strict terms of tho bargain. A partial re- 
pudiation of tho agreement creates a gen- 
oral sen3o of insecurity. It can only de- 
scribe the proceedinga as shabby on the 
part of the Canadians.

The Government steamer Sir James 
Douglas returned from Now Wostmiustor 
at o'clock lust ovoning with their Ex- 
cellencies tho Earl and Countess of Duf- 
ferin and suite. The party left Yulo at ■! 
o'clock yesterday morning and reached 
Westminster at !• o'clock. Cheers wore 
given for their Excellencies by the popu- 
lace as tho Royal City left Westminster 
aud proceeded on to the buoy at the mouth 
of tho Eraser, where they mot the Sir 
James Douglas and embarked iu her for 
Victoria. The distinguished party have 
enjoyed excellent health during tho on- 
tire trip. After leaving Now Westminster 
on tho 2d iust., on board tho steamer 
Royal City tho first landing was mado at 
tho town of Hope, where the Earl sketch- 
ed somo of the principal points of inter- 
est there presented. His Excellency pro- 
nounced tho scenery more beautiful than 
that of. tho Rhine and tho grandest bo had 
over behold. Tho steamer arrived at Yale 
where tho party wore received in the man- 
ner already stated in a previous issue of 
The Colonist. At Yalo thoy took coaches 
for Kamloops, lunohingat the Boston Bar 
Hotel aud camping on Jackass Mountain 
for the night. At Lytton there was a 
rand reception by mounted Indians head- 
d by Rev. Mr. Good. The town was 
gaily decorated. Tho second day out tho 
party enjoyed an excellent luncheon at 
Spence's Bridge. Thoir Excellencies re- 
mained overnight at Ashcroft, tho house 
of Senator Cornwall, resuming the trip at 
10 o'clock in tho morning. Thoy were 
escorted by mounted Indians to Cache 
Creek where His Excellency had a poio- 
looto with tho tribe. The steamer Marten, 
Captain Mara in command, was reached 
at Savona's Ferry at 2 p. in., where tho 
party went on board aud steamed to Kam- 
loops where they disembarked. Tho 
eoeption was of a very creditable 
character. Ttie town was handsome- 
decorated with evergreens, mot- 
toes and flags. The white inhabitants 
and Indians were drawn up in two lines 
to receive their Excellencies and formed a 
procession to escort them through town, 
whore an address was presented and the 

plilllipul .-iliiouo iui.oJu>.ol Iv, tlic di/r- 

ernor-General. Tho next day thoir Ex- 
cellencies visited the Indian village and 
rode somo distance into tho country to 
view the great tracts of grazing land. Tho 
day following the party started back in 
tho Martin, stopping en route to short 
grouse and fish. Lidy Dufferin caught 
several fine trout, and about five brace of 
rouso were secured. The remainder of 
the trip down was without incident wor- 
thy of note. Tho distinguished party 
were everywhere received with tho ut- 
most kindness aud courtesy, and the peo- 
ple soemed glad to have it in their power 
to entertain thoir Excellencies. Barnard's 
coaches and horses were in excellent 
condition and whirled the party over tho 
road in good style. Messrs. St. John, 
Hortoti and Stillson, members of tho 
p. ess, accompanied their Excellencies to 
and from Kamloops. 

Annual Rifle Association Meeting 1 . 

Tho third annual meeting of tho Pro- 
vincial Rifle Association camo off yester- 
day at Beacon Hill. There were very few 
persons on tho ground except tho com- 
petitors. Tho day, which was dark, 
was still favorablo for shooting. There 
wore 31 competitors in the first match, 
23 in tho second, and 31 or 32 in the third.

Tie- ties were decided 
by the order in which tho shots were 
made.

by private Williams, 43 points; the fourth 
prize (§5) was won by pvivate Kennedy, 
Victoria Rifles, 40 poiuts; the fifth prize 
was won by Sergt. Jackson, N". W, 
Rifles, 40 points. Tho tiring in the third 
match (Corporation Stakes) was not com- 
pleted. Firing will be resumed this 
morning at 9 o'clock, sharp. Tho Gov- 
ernor-General will not bo on tho grounds 
until Saturday.

His Excellency the 
Governor-General and suite will bo pre- 
sent at a grand open-air demonstration to 
bo given at Beacon Hill by the peoplo of 
this city and vicinity.

Deaii Sin,— I bog to acknowledge yonr 
letter of 6th inst., asking for iuformuti-in 
as to the religious exorcises used in the 
High School, and directing my attention 
to tho words "strictly secular" in Clause 
41 of Cons. School Act, 1870. 

In answer to the inquiry of tho Board 
I would state that, acting under the in- 
structions of tho Board as contained in 
Appendix B., Public Schools Report, and 
considering those regulations as in force 
until repealed by a new decree of tho 
Board, I have opened and closed tho 
High School with the forms recommend- 
ed to bo used by Public School Teachers. 
Such devotional exercises I could not ro 
gard, nor do I now regard as at all incon- 
sistent with secular education in its best 
aud truest souse; though by an interviow 
with a member of the Board I am mado 
aware that tho Board holds a difl'orent 
opinion. 

The clause "strictly socular" to which 
you direct my attention is not, to my 
miud, sufficiently clear to docide tho ex- 
clusion of any reference whatever to re- 
ligious ideas in tho process of education. 
Secularism, it is true, has a specilic aud 
well-defined usagojhut Secular Education 
is employed in two Bensos. Iu ono sense 
it excludes, in the other it includes tho 
Bible and devotional exorcises. Muuy of 
tho foremost advocates of socular ednca- 
tioa in England have interpreted it in this 
latter souse. Among others, Prof. Hux- 
ley says, "I have always been strongly in 
favor of Secular Education in tho boiibo of 
education without theology. I am in favor 
of rending the Bible with rigid exclusion 
of theological teaching, further than is 
contained in the Bible itself. Certainly I 
couM with no shadow of consistency op- 
pose what my own children are tauulit to 
do. And if I wore compelled to choose 
for my children, between a school in 
which real -eligious instruction is given 
and ono without it I would prefer tho for 
mer." The greater includes the Icsh. 

Tliuoo oa.uu.lrii ut ncuului educutiuu wliu 

claim a place for thoBiblo could not ro- 
gurd the use of forms of prayer as incon- 
sistent with such a scheme of education. 
Without quoting further tho opinions of 
known advocates of secular education, for 
iu niue coses out of ten thoy only want to 
bo froe of theology, allow mo to express 
tho opinion that tho exclusion of devo- 
tional exercises from annular bodies is 
neither universally nor even genorally 
exercised. These is no recognition of 
God or Christianity or any religious bo- 
liefs in the constitution of the United 
States, unci certainly neither the House of 
Congress can bo regarded as any other 
than a secular body, yet each day's ses- 
sion is opened with pr yer. Tho same 
practice prevails in almo=| every State 
Legislature in the Union, and even in 
Washington Territory. 

Tho nearest parallel to the syeton of 
education existing in this Province, (ex- 
cepting California) is that which prevails 
in the adjoining Republic aud in tho 
Province of the Dominion. Therein tho 
terms secular and non-sectarian are con- 
vertible with each other. Tho crusado by 
Roman Catholics against those Stato sys- 
tems is directed against thorn ai 
secular in their instruction. Yet 
their secularity doos not banish all 
reference whatever to religious no- 
tions. In no Province of tbo Dominion 
is the Free School secular in the narrowir 
and illiberal sense of tho torm. 1 have 
visited schools and seen tho workings of 
tho common school system in Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio and Now Jersey, and taught in 
the schools of Now York, yet in all pray- 
er forms a part of the order of tho day, 
and io almost all tho Bible is read without 
note or comment as tho fundamental ba- 
sis of all true, civil and religious liber- 
ties. All tho glories that cluster round 
the common school system, aud whatever 
hold it has upon tho sympathies of the 
peoplo it derives from its non-sectarian 
character. The narrower socular spirit 
with which our Provincial system, as I 
am informed, is to be henceforth identi- 
fied is a dangerous experiment. That ed- 
ucational singularity it shares with Cali- 
fornia alone. And as it is there accompa- 
nied by persecution of those teachers who 
uro known to cherish religious convic- 
tions, so it is horo associated with tho 
disfranchisement of that class whoso ed- 
ucation and sympathies fit them espe- 
cially for tho work of instruction. 

I think this a retrograde movement and 
prompted by a spirit of hostility to Chris- 
tianity rather than by a spirit of peace. Wo 
abandon a system whoso rosults have 
proved its excelleuco for a system in 
which we are almost tho pioneors and 
which in the. interest of infidelity declares 
war against the highest part of man's 
nature. 

This system is radically wrong in prin- 
ciple. It ignores tho constitution of 
man's being in which body, H"iil and in- 
tellect are combined and mu'ually re- 
tractive upon each other. Man is not 
mere intellect. Ho has a physical and 
religious nature ns well. The best school-) 
make provi-ion for t'ao physical nature by 
means of recesses, dr. 11 and gymnastic 
exercises. And a recognition, at least, of 
his spiritual nature might reasonably bo 
demanded. That education which posi- 
tively excludes and discredits tho higlior 
relations of man to his Creator is calcu- 
lated rather to mutilate than to develop 
into full-orbed perfection tho mental 
character which it assumes to train. How 
thu highest morality can bo inouloated 
where tho religious nature and sanctions 
aro practically deuiod seems to mo an 
utter impossibility, "My bolief is," says 
Huxley, "that no human being and no 
society compos d of human boings ever 
d,d or over will como to much unless 
their conduct was governed and guided 
by tuo lovo of an ethioal idea, viz.: Reli- 
gion. Undoubtedly your gutter child 
may bo converted by moro intellectual 
drill into 'the subtlest of nil tho boasts 
of the field,' but wo know what has be- 
come of tho original of that dosoription 
and there is no need to increase tho num- 
ber." 

This purely socular systom cannot bo 
carried out iu it j entirety, and wero I 
disposed, as I am not, to assist in carry- 
ing out its aims, the text-books of our 
educational system would indirectly vio- 
late the provisions of the L»w, and givo 
occasion to the faultfinder. Tho only 
subjects in tho High School courso which 
touch at all on religious matters aro his- 
tory and literature. In those aubjeots tho 
text books are according to our present 
view of the socular system, decidedly ob 
jeetionablo us all text-books must bo un- 
less thoroughly revised under sooular 
ideas. Bchuutz's Auoient History and 



Collier's History of Literature both offend 
in this matter and defeat tho intention of 
the Act. 

Holding the views I do on the subject 
of Education, and unwilling by partici- 
pation in tho presont system to appear to 
nave any sympathy with its spirit in sub- 
mitting this expression of opinion, I also 
hand in my resignation, to tuko effect from 
tho present date.

WEST INDIES. 
Havana, Sopt. 11. — Brown & Co., 
British subjects and leading dry goods 
importers, have boon embargoed for 
non-payment of war taxes for the cur- 
rout year. Morrison Bros., another 
English firm, have puid taxes under 
tho threatened execution and salo of 
their property. 

EUROPE. 

London, Sept. 13.— A Vienna spe- 
cial says a diplomatic communication 
from Marshal Mauteufel, who went 
on a mission to Warsaw to persuade 
Russia to check the warlike aspirations 
of her people, has received Prince 
GortschukorFa roply to Germany, lay- 
ing down tho conditions under which 
Russia will uphold peace under the 
present circumstances. 

A telegram from Malta announced 
a severe shock of earthquake at Mussi- 
na to-day, creating a panic, but no 
material damago was done. Some 
houses are roported thrown down at 
Roggio. 

London, Sept. 13. — Hie 'Post' says 
it has reason to believe that an extra- 
ordinary cabinet council which was 
held yesterday at Constantinople will 
prove of great importance toward the 
speedy and paciiic solution of th» con- 
flicts in the Ottomon Dominion. Con- 
cerning this council tho dispatch to 
Reuter merely says that conditions of . 
peace were discussed. 

A special to tho 'Times' from Vien- 
na says the council was held for the 
purpose of reconsidering the resolu- 
tion previously takou by tho Cabiuet, 
and which should have been present- 
ed to the Powers on Monday. The 
correspondent says its reconsideration 
at the last hour is undoubtedly duo to 
the step taken by the Powers' at the 
initiative of England. Elliott, the 
British Ambassador, was in a position 
to know the resolution of the Porte to 
doclino an armistice and camo forward 
with conditions which wore not likely 
to be accepted as the basis for pneih- 
cution to bo discussed. He, of course, 
immediately informed his Govern- 
ment. Two days intervened — Thurs- 
day, the day of the investiture of the 
Sultan at tho Mosque of Eyoudand, 
and Friday, the Turkish Sabbath, 
when no official business is transacted. 
These two days were taken advantage 
of by tho British Cabinet to make in 
conjunction with the powers ono more 
effort to present to tho Turks tho 
gravity of tho movement and if possi- 
ble induce them to reconsider tho re- 
solution they had taken on Saturday. 
Tho Ambassadors had received in- 
structions to join Edgland in address- 
ing new and urgent presentations to 
the Porto, which was douo. It was 
one of those inoroly formal stops moro 
to fulfil a duty than with any belief in 
its possiblo efficacy, although each 
ambassador made his communication 
singly. The language prescribed by 
their instructions was almost identical 
and represented most earnestly and 
impressively tho danger to which tho 
Porto oxposed thu Empire if it rejected 
tho opportunity offered to put au end 
to tho war, and that nothing could 
savo Turkoy from tho possiblo 
effects of such a fatal resolution. 
Language liko this, supported as it was 
with all tho authority of Great Britain 
and the guaranteeing powers, appear* iiol 
to have boon without eflvot.for the answer 
that was about io bo given the powers 
has boon delayed and the resolution ba-< 
boon taken uudar fretjh cousideraiicm and 
thorn are no indications whit the results 
of these deliberations may bn; but all »c 
counts from Ooustautinople cooour that 
the impression produced baa been a deep 
ono; in the meauttraa the Turks Imvo 
again commenced active operations in tho 
hold. Tho tenor of official bnlloiina from 
Belgrade does not indicate confl iouo i in 
Tohernayoff's ability to hold bin position 
and tho recall o'. Heravovich from tho 
turkish frontier, whon it had been de- 
clared he could defeat the Turkish cam- 
paign by interrupting communication 
with NioBW, is ovidonco that Tchernayoff 
is hard passed. 

Tho 'Times' Belgado correspondent 
says there is great depression there 
air. ady and a fresh disaster to tho 
Sorvian army is currently reported. 
Tho 'Times' correspondent telegraphs 
ho has information from Metrovitz 
confirming tho reported defoat of tho 
Servians and tho Drin a disaster, on the 
8th and 9th inst. Tho Servians wore 
driven back to Shobutz, but us tho 
Turks did not follow up their advan- 
tage, tho Servians took thoir line on 
tho Drina on tho 10th inst. 

London, Sept. 13. — Don Carlos and

The 'Standard's' Alexintz Alexan- 
dria correspondent says a report ;ip- 
purontly trustworthy is current tb.it 
the war between Egypt and Abyssinia 
will bo renewed. Troops aro leaving 
Suez for Massowa. The 'Standard's' 
special from Constantinople says the 
Sultan lias not approved of tho condi- 
tions of peace resolved upon by tho 
council of ministers and has ordered 
that the question be further consider- 
ed by a great council which consists 
of eighty dignitaries. This is the 
cause for the delay in the Porte's an- 
swer to the European powers; tho 
deliberation of the great court is ex- 
pected to rosult in milder terms for tho 
Servians.

EXIT DISRAELI. 

His Last Speech in the Commons. 

In the debate on tho Turkish atroci- 
ties in Bulgaria, in the English House 
of Commons on tho 11th inst., Mr. 
Disraeli made au important speech, in 
the courso of which ho said:— Wo are 
always treated as if we had some pecu- 
liar alliance with tho Turkish Govern- 
ment, as if wo were their peculiar 
friends, and even r s if we wore ex- 
pected to uphold them in any enormity 
thoy might commit. I want to know 
what evidence thore is of this. We 
aro tho allies of the Sultan of Turkey; 
so is Russia, so is Austria, so is 
France, and so aro others. Wo are 
also partners in a tripartite treaty in 
which wo not only generally, but sing- 
ly , guarantee with France and Austria 
the territorial integrity of Turkey. 
These are our engagements, aud thoy 
are the engagements that we endeavor 
to fulfil. And if these engagements, 
renovated and repeated only four 
years ago by tho wisdom of Europe, 
ure to bo treated by the lion, and 
learned gentlemen as idle wind and 
chaff, and if we are to bo told that our 
political duty is by force to expel tho 
Turks to the other side of the Bos- 
phorus, then politics cease to be an 
art, statesmanship becomes a mere 
mockery, and, instead of being a 
Houo« of Oonnnohsf faithful fo its 
traditions and which is .always influen- 
ced, I havo ever thought, by sound 
principles of policy, whoever may be 
its leaders, wo had hotter "at onco re- 
solve ourselves into one of those re- 
volutionary clubs which settle all pol 
itical and social questions with the 
samo ease as the bon. and learned 
member. (Cheers and laughter.) Wo 
refused to join in the Berlin Note bo- 
cause we were convinced that if we 
made the step wo should veiy soon 
see an Imperial interference in that 
country, and we were not of opinion 
that by a system of material guatautees 
tho great question which the hou. and 
learned gentleman has adverted to 
would be solved either for the general 
welfare of the world or for the inter- 
ests of England, which after all, must 
bo our sovereign care. (Cheers.) Tho 
Government of tho Porto wero never 
misled by the arrival of tho Biitish 
fleet in Besika Bay. They wore per- 
fectly aware, when that ileet camo 
there, that it was not prop up any de- 
caying and obselete Government, nor 
did its presence thoro sanction any of 
those enormities which are the sub- 
jects of our painful discussion to-night. 
What may bo tho fate of tho eastern 
part of Europe it would bo arrogant 
for mo to speculato upon, and if I had 
any thoughts on the subject 1 trust I 
should not bo so imprudent or so in- 
discreet as to tako this opportunity to 
express them. (Cheers.) But I am 
sure that as long us England is ruled 
by English parties who understand 
tho principles on which our Empire- 
is founded, and who aro resolved to 
maintain that Empire, our influence 
in that part of tho world can never be 
looked upon with iuditVeronce. If it 
happens that tho influences which 
control tho greater portion of those 
fair lauds aro found to be incompetent 
for their purpose, neither England 
nor any of the Great Powers will 
shrink from fulfilling the high politi- 
cal and moral duty which will then 
deveolve upon them. (Cheers.) But, 
Sir, wo must not jump at conclusions 
ns quickly as is now tho fashion. 
There is nothing to justify us in talk- 
ing in such a vein of Turkey at this 
moment. It is a stato of affairs which 
requires tho most vigilant examination 
and ttio most careful management. 
But those who suppose that England 
ever would uphold, or at this momont 
particularly is upholding, Turkey from 
blind superstition and from a want of 
sympathy with tho highest aspirations 
of humanity are deceived. (Cheers.) 
What our duty at this critical moment 
is to maintain tho Empire of England; 
nor will wo over consent to any step — 
although it may obtain comparative 
quiet and a falso prosperity — which 
could hazard tho existence of that 
Empire. (Loud cheers, )
